It is un- 
fortunate that such a thing should 
happen. and we hope it will not 
occur again. 


Sodium Chlorate weed chemical 
resembles:salt to a certain extent, 
but if you taste it you can certainly 
tell the difference. Sodium Chlor- 
ate is not considered poisonous but 
salt hungry animals will eat it on 
vegetation that has been sprayed 
or some other form may get enough 
to cause injury. ; 


I would like to suggest that any- 
body having Sodium Chlorate on 
hand, refrain from placing it in 
access to livestock and also mark 


the containers clearly. A golden 
rule is that if you are not sure 
of the product, don’t place it in 
the. fire or throw it out to live- 
stock.
